Mr. Brockman Disappointed Over the 
Turn Affairs Have Taken—The Schoo!

Conferences, But Will Run the Library 
Until the New Board Comes to Terms.

The terms of transferof the Public Library 
@re still open, in .spite of. canference com- 
mittee work and the vote of the Schoo 
Board. 

President Brockman of the School Board 
has received from President Whitelaw of the 
Public Library a letter reopening the ques- 
tion. The writer requests further confer- 
ences between the Publie Library Board and 
acommittee of the School Board to agree 
upon certain changes in the agreement and 
the lease. Mr. Whitelaw’s letter follows: 

MR. WHITELAW’S LETTER. 
PUBLIC LIBRARY, ST. Lovis, Feb. 14. 
Mr. F. W. Brockman, President: 


DEAR SiR—Since our conversation this morning 
r**Oommittee on Transfer’’ have had a meeting 
connection with our attorney, Gen. J. W Nobie, 

There are some things which he would like 
Ghanged The chances are immaterial, except in 
reference to the items of ‘‘reading room’’ ard 
**renewais,’’ which we discussed. Attorney Noble 
@dvises that we sign both documents at one and the 
same time. 

In view of this, the Committee on Transfer will 
ask him te prepare amended forms of the avreement 
and the lease, which we should like an opportunity 
‘of presenting in conference with a committee of 
your board to agree upon details. 

The library will be opened to-morrow (Thursday) 
under resolution of your board authorizing an ex- 
penditure ef $6,000 per annum. 

Our committee feel that if they had been given an 
opportunity to meet with your *ommittee prior to 
the latter’s report, which was acted upon by your 
board last night, this delay would have been aveid- 
ed.

PRESIDENT BROCKMAN DISAPPOINTED, 

President Brockman was disagreeably sur- 
prised by the receipt of the above note. ‘‘l 
had supposed the matter entirely settled,’’ 
he informed a PosT-DIsSPpaATCcH reporter. 
**The School Board accepted tlie report of 
the conference committee and voted on the 
terms of the lease. I was instructed to sign 
the agreement as voted on by the Board 


and I have done so, and have acknowled my 
signature before a notary. Nowthey wanta 
meetingto talk. over ‘detalls.” I don’t un- 
derstand it. Andhere ir. Whitelaw writes 
one part of his letteras the representa- 
tive ofthe Public Library Board seeking an 
agreement with the School Board astothe 
terms of the transfer, and !n another part 
(where he refers to the reopening of the 
library) he writes as the representativejof the 
Free Library. Now, the School Board has 
agreed to the terms of transfer, and has 
authorized the execution ofthat agreement. 
It wilinow run the library until the Free 
}Aprary Board gets ready to pay what it 
asks.’’

DEAR £1R-J have your esteemed favor of the 14th 
before me, and have carefully noted all you say, and 
in answer begtorepiv that I hago hopea that our 
conversation of yesterday afterneen had finaly dis- 
posed of any objections on your part, tothe signing 
ofthe trausfer of our library to your honvrable 
body. 

l understood from your message by telephone that 
you were prepared to acceptand sign the deed of 
transfer ani) leave the small item, namely, the 
second floor reading room, forsubsequent adjust- 
ment between the two contracting parties. 

In the meantime your ‘*Cemmittee on Transfer, ’’ 
Or such other committees as vou deem proper to 
nominate, would formulate the amendments and al- 
terations which you speak of in your letter, then 
submit them to the Sehoo! Board at its next regular 
meeting in March, and they will either be referred! 
to ap appropriate committee of the board, or a 
special committee will be appointed to leok into 
them and ascortain if they are acceptable, then pre- 
sent their report te the board at the April meeting 
to. em ty be flually adjusted aud seitled. 

Aslexplained te youin our conversation of yes- 
terday (and as you know), the terms of the transfer 
had been agreed upon by vour Conference Commit- 
tee and a Conference Committee of our board. Ther 
had been submitted and approved by thecontracting 
parties, they were incorporated in the decument 
submitted to you, and are nowduly signed by my- 
selfas President of the board, thus comp'/eting our 
part of the transaction, and if the transfer is now 
delayed, it will certainly be the fault of the meim- 
bers of the Free Library, and not of the St. Louis 
Public Schoel Board. 

The question of the reading-room on the second 
floor wasatnotimetouched upon, and partakes a 
good deal ofthe character of the pegotiations on 
rent, which was entirely a matter of after consiaer- 
ation. afterthe Library transfer had been voted 
upon by the people, 

Aslassured you yesterday that I would endeavor 
to have the members of the board eoncede this point, 
I felt that nothing stood_in the way of completing 
the library transfer. It is notin my power, as Pres- 
ident of the Boari, nerin the power of its commit- 
tees, tochange an iotaofthe terms whien had been 
agreed upon between your Conference Committee 
and ours. and approved by our boardjat its last neet- 
ing; therefore, your regrets in the Jast paragraph of 
your letter, that your committee did not have an 
opportunity to confer, which confereace, by the 

¥, was neverasked for en your part, could not 
bave resulted in any amen ‘ments, as al! things had 
been agreed upon and adopted by both parties. The 
apers submitted to you were drawn in conformity 
with this. 

Our JAbrary Committee will meet to-morrow 
afternoon to adopt a planto bring the expenses of 
the Public Schbdol Library within the amount a!- 
lowed by the board, namely, $6,000, 

The public will be afforded ample facilities to 
have the use of the library as heretofore; as soon as 
matters nave been adjusted to suit both contracting 
parties, this transfer can be completed, unless it 
should turn up that your honorable body should 
discover some other matter which it would like to 
have adjusted or altered before accepting the trans-

Cummings, as she 
stayed her tears withacorner of her apron 
and tried to pacify three children, who came 
tcddling about, full of sympathy for the 
mother’s distress. ‘‘He came here on 
Tuesday and zot his overccat and 
a shovel, and told me he hoped now 
tobe abletoheip us a little. You see my 
husband has been out of work all 
winter, too, and we had room 
for his father here, so has 
been staying witha relative of his on Chest- 
nut street. But he was good to us whenever 
he had money, and Il am as 
sorry for his death as if he 
were my own father. I am afraid it 
will Kill my husband to hear this. 
He has been out of work § 4g50 
long, andisso despondent, He only gets $7 
a week where he is now. ’’ 

Mrs Cummings stated that her father- 
in law was wholly without means, 
and that he belonged to no 
society or organization that would give the 
body burial. 

In the family oof John B. Cum- 
mings there are four children, all 
under 5 vears of age, and the youngest a 
babe in arms. They live at present at No. 
1110 South Ninth street.

Mrs. Duestrow’s Physicians Ex- 
pect Her Death Momentarily. 


One Bullet Still in Her Brain and She 
Is Sinking. 


SAD FUNERAL OF THE MURDERED CHILD, 
LOUIS, THIS AFTERNOON. 


Inquest on the Remains of the Chilad— 
Duestrow Sobs Bitterly When Brought 
Into the Presence of the Body—Testi- 
mony of Katie Hahn Who Witnessed 
the Tragedy—Duestrow Heid. 


Mrs. Albertina Duestrow, who was shot by 
her husband, ‘Arthur Duestrow, Tuesday, 
was still alive at2 o’clock this afternoon, 
but Dr. Luyties, who has been in attend- 
ance, said at that hour that she 
was very low, with scarcely a chance to re- 
cover. Heregarded her astoo.far gone to 
retain her frail bold on life but fora short 
time. The bullets entered her head 
and two were extracted by surgeons yester- 
day afternoon. The third was buried in the

FUNERAL OF THE BOY,

In the second car- 
riage were Mrs. Frohman, a *friend 
of the family; Miss Duestrow, the 
sister of the murderous father and husband, 
and Mrs. Leisse, an aunt by marriage of 
Mrs. Arthur Duestrow, There were no 
other mourners and no pall-bearers. The 
interment was in Dr. Duestrow’s lot in 
Bellefontaine Cemetery. 


INQUEST ON LITTLE LOUIS DUESTROW. 

The inqueston the remains of litfle Louis 
Duestrow held at the Coroner's office at5 
o’cleck last evening brought out no new 
factsinthe awful tragedy of last Tuesday. 
Dr. Arthur Duestrow, the father, burst into 
tears and loud sobs which shook his burly 
frame atthe Morgue when he gazed on the 
upturned face of the child whose life he had 


so cruelly taken. When the Coroner’s 
office @vas again reached Duestrow 
had regained his composure and took 


the proceedings of the inquest very calmly. 
By advice ofhis attorneys, James tl. Blair 
and Charlies P. Johnson, who sat beside him, 
he refused to make any statement. 

Katie Hahn, the housemaid and nurse, 
who witnessed the awful crime, was the first 
person totestify. After stating that the boy 
was 2 vears of age, she told of Duestrow’s 
arrival at the house and hisanger when she 
went out on the porchand called out aloud 
to him to ask if he was going totake his wife 
sleigh-riding, Mrs. Duestrow having told her 
todoso. ‘then he went upto his wife, quar- 
reled with her and slapp2d her three times. 
He also started toslap the witness, but his 
wife interfered end was again slapped. The 
witness ran out of the room frightened, but 
saw Duestrow take the child down stairs, 
saying he was goingtoleave. He hada re- 
volver in his hand. She heard him return 
ups airs and heard his wife exclaim ‘‘Don’t 
shoot, Arthur, for Gok’s sake; for your fam- 
ily’s sake don’tshoot. We are innocent,’’ 
The witness heard a shot fired and saw the 
wife fall. the witnesssaw Duestrow stoop 
over his wife and say, ‘*Good-by, Tiny; are 
you dead? Tiny! Tiny!’’ The witness saw 
him aim the pistol at his child and then ran 
away. She thought he was under the in- 
fluence of liquor at the time. She never 
heard Duestrow threaten to kill his wife. 

Anna Mace, the cook, testified to hearing 
Mrs. Duestrow plead with her husband not 
to shoot. 

Dr. Eugene F, Hauck and Dr.C. J. Luyties 
testified to the wounds on the child and 
mother. 

John Doge, driver for Kraemer, the livery 
man, testifned totakingthe sleigh to Dues- 
trow’s house and hearing the servant, Katie 
Hahn, come outcrying that Duestrow had 
killed his family. The witness heard no 
shots or cries from the house. Duestrow was 
apparently drunk, but good-natured when 
he ordered the sleigh. 

H. A. Bollman, foreman of {Kraemer’s 
Stable, also testified that Duestrow was 
drunk, but good-natured, when he ordered 
the sleigh. 

George N, Johnson testified to Duestrow 
halling htm at Lafayette near Compton ave- 
nues, and having him drive him to the sta- 
tion, the prisoner, who was greatly excited 
and somewhat intoxicated, stating that he 
had killed his wife and child. He wanted 
Johnson to examine his head to see gif there 
was not a bole in it, 

Police Sergeant Gregory testified to being 
sent tothe house by Capt, Keeble to examine 
into the crime and to Duestrow claiming the 
weapon had been accidentally discharged. 

Officer Robert A. Hanna testified that he 
thought Duestrow wasa crazy man when he 
surrendered himself. He appeared to be 
drunk, but witness could smell no liquor on 
him. Duestrow claimed the shooting was 
accidentaland had witness examine his head, 
saying he thought he was shot. Witness 
found nothing but a slight bruise. 

After Officers Mahler and Muser had also 
testified, the jury returned a verdict holding 
oo to answer to the Grand-jury with- 
out ball.

John Thomas Brady’s Trial 

John Thomas Brady was tried in the Court 
of Criminal Correction to-day ona charge of 
petitlarceny. On Jan. 22, Brady pawned his, 
overcoat for $5 in Alfred Berky’s pawnshop, 
at 613 Pine street.

BATTLE LINES. 


The Fight in the United States 
Senate Nears the Finish. 


Exscutive Patronage and Pressure 
Strongly Exerted for Peckham. 


THE VOTE IN EXECUTIVE SESSION WILL 
BE TAKEN THIS EVENING. | 


Predictions as to the Results—A Story 
Dlustrating Administration Methods 
—Hill and His Allies. Confident of 
Victory—Judge Peckham’s Record as a 
New York Politician—Why He Broke 
With Tammany. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 15.+The nomina- 
tion of Wheeler H. Peckham of New York 
for associate Justice of the supreme Court of 
the United States will be confirmed or re- 
jected before the sun sets this evening. The 
Senate this morning showed a larger atten- 
dance than for weeks, and the entire inter- 
est seemedto be centered on this one ques- 
tion. Both sides are confident of success, 
bat there isa noticeable weakening in the 
Claims of the Administration men. Yester- 
day andlast night their boast took almost 
the form of triumph, but to-day they con- 
tent themselves with quiet assertions of vic- 
tory. Throughout the fight Senator Hill 
has been at’ the front. From all sides 
the Administration forces have attacked his 
position, but he has exchanged shot for shot 


and kept the storming parties at bay. 


His management has been wonderful and 
Washington has hadachance to seean ex- 


ample of nis executive power, which hitherto 


made him so famous in New York. 

The methods used by the Administration in 
this fight have been unprecedented; patron- 
age and promise have been the chief ammu- 
nition, and the way the President has fixed 
it has been most skillful. He has not con- 
fined himselftothe Democratic side in the 
battle ofthe three Ps: Patronage, Promise 
and Pressure, But has gone to the Repubilt- 
can Senators and, in one notable instance, 
has actually wona Northwestern member by 
& paltry post-office and a smile. 

This Senator indorsea a Democrat for Post- 
master ina townin his State and, although 
the citizens protested against him, the Pres!i- 
dent nominated him and then invited the 
Senatortodinner at the White House and, 
Guring the evening, the story is told, Mrs. 
Cleveland asked him to vote for Peckham and 
the President added his request, remarking 
thatduring his firstterm he had Kept the 
present Senator as Governor of the Territory 
several mouths after histerm had expired 
and would consider it a favor if he would re- 
turn the compliment now, 

This story would not have come out had not 
the Senator told it himselfin explanation of 
why he intended to vote for Peckham. 

Later the same Senator went to Senator 
Hill and asked himto contirm the postmas- 
ter, ‘‘for my sake,’’ the Northwestern mem- 
beradded. Senator Hill remarked that the 
people had protested against the nominee 
but the Senator said he made ita personal 
matter and the postmaster was confirmed. 

Another Republican Senator who will vote 
for Peckham within the last few days re- 
ceived an important foreign mission, These 
are butexamples of the way the President 
has foughtonthe Republican side. The Ist 
of patronage bribes to Democrats would at 
least fllacolumn. Within the last week the 
President has sent to the Senate several 
hundred nominations, many being the 
names of applicants he had refused when re- 


quested by Senators to appoint heretofore. 
1 a fightinthe Senate this morning began 
early. 

Senator Hill and Senator Murphy were on 
nand early, but the administration forces 
were slow In getting tothe Senate. Among 
the early arrivals was Senator George and 
his new colleague, Senator McLauren of 
Mississippl. Mr. George introduced the new 
Senator to his fellow-Senators, and among 
those early to be presented were Senators 
Murphy and Hill. 

Senator George, who is one ofthe new 
**cuckoos,’’ kept socloseto McLauren that 
neither side could getat him to doany mis- 
sionary work, and both sides claim him. 

When the Senate assembled at noon 
there were only about half a dozen 
absentees and the rumors as to majorities 
began to get abroad, 

Jhe Administration men claimed that they 
would have a bare majority for Peckham, 
but refused to give figures. On the other 
hand the Hill forces went so high as to say 
Peckham would be defeated by eleven votes. 

Senator Hill himself said this Jmorning that 
Peckham would be defeated by eight votes. 
This is considered a conservative figure, 

Senator Chandler, who will vote against 
Peckham, said to-day: ‘*The nomination will 
be rejected by the same vote as was Horn- 
blower. When we have loston one side we 
have gained on the other.’’ Hornblower was 
defeated by six votes,

He made speeches in favor of the 
Republican candidate, Edward F. Bartlett, 
and denounced both Hill and Maynard in the 
most vigorous English, As President of the 
New York City Bar Association he appealed 
to every lawyer in the State to oppose May- 
nard, and when the Republican candidate 
was elected by a majority 101,000, he ex- 
hibited every manifestation of excessive joy. 
Senator HU! denounced him roundly for his 

artisanship in contributing to the over- 
throw of Maynard, to which Mr. Peckham 
replied inthe most caustic manner conceiv- 
able. On the Gay that Hill succeeded in de- 
feating the confirmation of Mr. Hornblower, 
Mr. Peckbam made this comment: 

**We can get no decent po iLics until that 
man Hill is made an end of.’’ 

Mr. Peckham is one of the best-known 
lawyers in the United States and has been in 
active practice inall the branches of the law 
for more than thirty years. Inall that time 
he has deen associated with the better ele- 
ment ofhis profession and is distinguished 
for his unquestionable taient as a pleader,. 
He comes from a family of famous lawyers. 
Rufus W. Peckham, his father, wasa jurist 
of recognized ability inthe early partor the 
present century and two of s brothers 
were associated with him. Rufus W. 
Peckham, Jr., brother of the pros- 
pective associate justice of the Supreme 
Court, is at present a Justice of the 
Supreme Court of New York and ts singularly 
a warm personal friend of Senator Hill, wr. 
Peckham was born about sirty-one years ago 
at Albany and studied law in his father’s 
office when he got old enough. He emi- 
grated to the West upon taking nls Gegres at 
the Albany Law School and hung out a 
shingle in St. Paul, where he remained for 
several years. He came to New York in 1867 
and began to practice in the civil courts, 
making a name for oe as a sincere stu- 
dent and eloquent advocate. 

He took a interest in politics from his 
advent intothe eastern metropolis, elect- 
ing to follow the leadership of Samuel J. 
Tilden. The latter pgs me him ad- 
visory counsel for the prosecution of 
the Tweed ring, and he had much to do with 
the preparation of the cases against the 
old-time boss and his fellow eriminals 
which resulted in their flight and im- 
prisonment. After the death of Mr. 
Tilden, Mr. Peckham joined Tammany 
Hall and was very friendly with John 
Kelly, then boss of the wigwam. In 1879 he 
left the Tammany organization and became 
identified with various independent factions 
ofthe party. In $883 Governor Cleveland ap- 
pointed him district attorney of this county 
to fill avacancy. He resigned the position 
after two weeks on account of ill health and 
went abroad, where he remained two or 
three years. On hisreturn he resumed the 
practice of law and identified himself 
with the Cleveland reform movement, 
which was then in full swing, and has 
since been one of its most enthusiastic as 
well as energetic advocates. Helis a re- 
former of the mostapproved type, being a 
member of the Reform Club and several 
other organizations chat have for thelr pur- 
pose the reconstruction of political, social 
and economic conditions. In all he belongs 
to no less than fifteen clubs. In appearance 
Mr. Peckham suggests the progressive pro- 
fessional man. He isof medium heightand 
build, restless In movement, and his face 
indicates strong intellectual force. His 
features are clear cut and regular, his eyes 
gray and plercing. Twoorthree yearsa 
his hair was dark brown, but is now liberally 
sprinkled with gray, as are the two little 
tufts of hair thatextend down the side of his 
face below the ears, and the stubby, 
bristling mustacheon hisupperlip. Helsa 
ready speaker, short and sharp in his 
inethod of expression, and Is esteemed one 
ven the best cross-examiners at the New York

For this 
purpose the sum of $20,000 from the Lindell 
street railway has been placed i our hands, 
This amount has been supplenjented by $18,- 
242.40 in money and subscript‘ons from the 
Lake Employment Fund. The construction 
of the lake is to be in accordarce with plans 
and specifications made and approved by the 
commission named in the ordinance, com- 
pased of the Mayor, the President of the 
Board of Public Improvement, the Water 
Commissioner and the Park Commissioner, 
The Superintendent of the work has been ap- 
pointed by the President of the Board of 
Public Improvement. : 

In accepting the trust committed to them 
the committee can only pledge tn advance 
their best endeavors to make « wise, faithfal 
and economical use ofthe money given for 
the proposed end. It is but retsonable to ex- 
pect that the employment of men instead of 
improved machinery in the werk of excava- 
tion will add to the cost of the’ proposed en- 
terprise; but, as we understand the matter, 
the special object of this works to bring 1e- 
lief to our laboring men who are out of eme- 
ployment, and at thesame ime secure a 
public improvement which wil be to the ad- 
vantage ofthe city. Evidentiy it is better 
that machines should rust ini idieness than 
that men should starve or be ‘driven to beg- 
gary. . 

The circumstances in which our whem- 
ployed iaborers are placed are exceptional, 
and demand exceptional renedies, While 
the object of relief will be kept mainly in 
view, the money in our hands will not be ad- 
ministered asacharity, but: to pay honest 
labor, and ln such a way as to secure the best 
possible results. In discharging their trust 
the committee will act In view of the follow- 
ing conditions: ‘ ss 

1. The largest number of men consistent 
with due economy and efficiency will De em- 
ployed. 

2. None but competent laporers will be 
employed. Since work can hot possibly be 
given to all who have apjilied for it, the 
selection must be madeonthe grounds of 
skillana efficiency. Residents of the city, 
whether having families or not, will be eiig! 
ble, but preference will be given to men wif 
families. 

& Therate of wages must be such as 
to induce mento leave empioyment for’ 
emergency work, nor to stay,at it when 
manent work ts offered. In order to: 
the fund reach the greatest number j 
way of relief the rate has been fixed a! 
day, or 1249 cents per hour. 

We trust that these ccoaditions, which 
will govern our actions, wilt meet the public 
approval. But it will be obvious, upon reflec- 
tion, that the funds in our hands are entirely 
inadequate to bring any greut measure of re- 
lief to the multitudes who have applied for 
work. Atthe utmost they can furnish em~- 
ployment to about 800 persous for a period of 
thirty-twodays. But nearly. 6,000 have ap- 
piled for work. The extent-ofthe improve 
ment in the park !s limited, practically, only 
by the funds for its prosecution. , 

We therefore confidently appealto a gen- 
erous public in behalf of these needy men 
and their suffering families. We cannot af- 
ford to remain indifferent ta their need. To 
help them Is to he!p ourseivss. It will greatiy 
ald in restoring to its proper eondition the 
congested circulation of the world of labor, 
We ask youthen torespond in their behalf 
that the work may be entered upon immedi- 
ately and in proportions in some way ade- 
quate to the present distress.

A Letter of Doubts. 
St. Louis, Feb. 14, 1894. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

It was intended the $1 inclosed for the Lake Fund 
should be the first ofaseries ef payments as soon 
as work actuaily began, feelingit better to use what 
can be spared in the relief of present actual want un- 


til then, instead of tying itup ever for a short time, 
But the announcements in to-night’s paper are so 
disappointing, startling, it seems to me we, who 
can give but little, weuld better use the little in 
reventing suffering around us, as it is only a drep 
n the oeean if pntinthe Fund. Of course the prin- 
ciple ofthe Fund (which I intentionally capitalize) 
isright. It is fartruercharity to give work than 
alms; and of eourse I recognize that even with 
$50,000 in the Fund, 5,000 men would receive but 
$10 each; but I thought, as did others, at least 1,000 
men would retreive employment, and can- 
net see why this is not to be given. Eight 
huadred men for thirty-twe days at $1 each 
émounts to only $25,600. ‘That teaves a margin of 
something over $7,608 from the $33,242.40 you al- 
ready have, which, ofcourse, isto be eonsiderably 
increased. If the full 1,000 are employed. if for 
only thirty-two days. even thatleaves a margin of 
over $1,200. With the published statements that no 
large salariesare tobe paid amd an offer for the 
engineering work to be done entirely without eost, 
this seems to call for explanation, an@é when we re- 
member nearly if not quite 6,000 laborers net 
reached atall,to say nothing of the clerks and 
women who could not dig in any event, would it be 
even right to put all we can epare inte this fund? If 
you think so, and demonstrate it, 1 doubt not there 
will be prompt response from my fraternity.

A LIFEBOAT SUCCEEDS IN REACHING 
THEM AFTER A PERILOUS VOYAGE. 


Sufferings From Extreme Cold Added to

- Houses as Fuel—Only a Handful of Po- 
tatoes Left on the Island—One Man 
Had Died From ’Privation—Foreign

Dustm, Feb. 15.—Advices received here 
from the north of Ireland announce thata 
lifeboat, after a perilous voyage, has suc- 
ceeded in reaching the island of Innistrahull, 
nine miles tothe north of the Malin Head at 
the extreme north of Ireland, whose fifty in- 
habitants have. been unable for weeks to 
communicate with the mainland on account 
of the storms and high seas, and who were 
Delieved to be in danger of dying from star- 
Vation. : 

The life-boat on its way to Innistrahull was 
buffeted by enormous seas which filled the 
boat and necessitated lashing the oarsmen to 
their seats. The life-boat’s crew found the 
people of Innistrahail in sore straits. They 
hhd been compelled to use the furniture and 
woodwork of their houses for fuel. So faras 
provisions were concerned, there was only a 
handful of potatoes left on the island. 

Happily the inhabitants, with one excep- 
tion, had managed to sustain life until the 
arrival of the life-boat, which brought a 
small supply of food for the suffering people. 
As it was, one man died of starvation, and 
a number of others were foundto be suffer- 
ing severely from lack of food. 

The crew of the lifeboat dic their utmost to 
relieve the sufferings of the unfortunate in- 
habitants of Innistrahull, left all the provis- 
jonsthey had with them ana succeeded in 
returning safe to the mainland. An addi- 
tional supply of food will be sent to them im- 
mediately.

The prisoner sat quiet, but his friends were 
very much affected. The verdict may mean 
an imprisonment in State prison for two 
years or ten, at the discretion of the court.

Only the clemency to which the 
jury so earnestly recommended him stands 
between the ex-Czar of Gravesend and a 
term of incarceration in prison.

Twenty-sixth Annual National Cenven- 
tiom Convenes at Washingten. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The National Amer- 
ican Woman’s Suffrage Association began its 
twenty-sixth annual convention here this 
morning in Metzerot Music Hall, which had 
been tastefully decorated for the occasion. 
Inthe rear of the stage were hung United 
States, lurkish, British and national woman 
suffrage flags, Thelatter has twostars in 
the blue fleld, representing Colorado and 
Wyoming (which have granted suffrage to 
women) and outlines of two other stars, in- 
tended torepresent New York and Kansas, 
where the woman suffragists hope to accom- 
pL.sh much, 

The severe weather of the past few days 
has interfered somewhat with the arrival of 
the delegates, and as a consequence when 
the roll was Called it showed that only seven- 
teen States were represented, which Miss 
Anthony said she considered very good for 
the first day, as many of the delefilates were 
snow- bound. 

The convention was called to order by the 
venerable president, Miss Susan 
Anthony, Who asked Rev. Anna 
to Offer prayer, after whjch 
Anthony in a brief speech for- 
mally opened the proceedings of the twenty- 
sixth annual convention. She recounted the 
efforts that have been made before the Na- 
tional and local Legisiatures for the procure- 
ment of suffrage for women, and predicted 
that when victory for woman’s cause shall 
have been finally accomplished and women 
are enfranchised, people will wonder that it 
had not been granted longago. ' 

The report of the Executive Committee 
recommended that thespecial effort of the 
association be [concentratedon the cam- 
paigns in Kansas and New York, the two 
States where there isto be a test vote this 
year. 

Mrs. Lilhe D. Blake, the member of the 
Executive Committee from New York, spoke 
of the work there and predicted success for 
woman suffrage in the coming Constitutional 
Convention in New York. 

Mrs. Laura M. Jones of Kansas said that 
the work forthe enfranchisement of women 
had progressed further in Kansas thdn in 
New York.

THE INDIAN’S INTERESTS. 


The address of the Indian Commissioners 
to the five civilized tribes of the Indian 
Territory is a valuable elucidation of the 
problem now confronting the five tribes 
and the country with reference to the 
future of the Territory. 

The Commissioners treat the question 
from the ‘best possible standpoint, that 
of the Indians and their interests. 
Their conclusion from the array of facts 
and arguments presented that the Indians 
will accomplish their greatest good by‘ 
abandoning tribal relations and accepting 
allotment and statehood is convincing. 

There is no question of the benefits to be 
derived by the whites of the surrounding 
States from the abolition of the primitive 
and incongruous conditions tm the Terri- 
tory. The most unreasonable Indo-phile 
must admit that the Southwest will reap 
great advantage from the settlement of the 
territorial wilderness and the establish- 
ment of stable government and an efficient 
administration of law among the Indians. 
That the Territory’s present stateisa bar 
to progress and a menace to its neighbors 
is manifest to all. 

But some ill-informed persons have in- 
sisted that the demand for a change in the 
Territory is prompted solely by the inter- 
ests of the whites. They represent it as a 
campaign of heartless greed. They picture 
the Indian as living in an ideal state of 
freedom, security and plenty, and de- 
nounce the movement, to bring him into 
full citizenship as an attack upon his 
rights and interests which they counsel 
him to resist to the utmost, 

A careful reading of the Commission’s 
address will convince these misguided 
friends of the Indian that they are wrong 
and that theiradvice tends to his undoing. 
The commission is composed of ex-Senator 
Dawes of Massachusetts, Maj. M. H. Kisid 
of Indiana and Hon. Archibald 8, Mc- 
Clennon of Arkansas, and its unaniméus 
opinion must be accepted as an imr 
and unsectional verdict. 

The address shows that the In¢ 
the greatest sufferers from the pre 
holding of lands in common and will} 
the gainers by its allotment. Greed n 
deprives them of the benefits of the jan 
iY which they are entitled, because 
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prived of their advantages by unscrupulous 
adventures. It shows that they are the. 
Chief sufferers from the invasion of law- 
less men on account of the inefficient en- 
forcement of law, It shows that their pres- 
ent condition tends to their retrogression 
intoastate of ignorant savagery, which 
will in the end be fatal to their existence. 
They are now deprived of proper educa- 
tional advantages and legal protection. 
But one of the strongest points in favor 
of voluntary acceptance of the proposed 
change made by the commission is the 
fact that it is inevitable. The commission 
points out that by accepting it the Indians 
will beable to guard their own interests 
by amicable negotiations, whereas if they 
reject it the changes will be forced upon 
them by arbitrary action under the pres- 
sure of necessity. The true friends of the 
Indians will counsel them to come to an 
agreement with the commission. 
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GRANT NO MORE FRANCHISES. 

The folly of granting franchises in order 
to obtain competition is well illustrated 
by the history of gas manufacjyre in the 
United States, as told by Pr,,f. E. W. 
Bemis of Chicago. 

‘fA company may start up jn another 
city in which another concern is already 
in operation with the intention of com- 
peting,’’ he said in an interview, ‘‘but 
sooner or later the two concerns are bound 
to unite their interests in some way. 
The twq@ companies may not come under 
one management, but some agreement will 
be reached by which they can both live 
without interfering with each other. They 
may divide the territory or fix a scale of 
prices which will weed out whatever com- 
petition may have existed. I have looked 
the matter up carefully, and as far as I can 
ascertain, this holds good in every city of 
any consequence in this country.’’ 

It holds good, too, not only in respect to 
gas manufacture, but to every other form 
of natural monopoly. Street railways, 
telephones, electric lighting and every 
other business subject to the restrictions 
of space is bound to drift to monopoly. 
This is a natural law and cannot be evaded 
by the utmost cunning of the legislator. 
No matter how many franchises are 
granted or how carefully competition is 
provided for, the end 1s always the same. 
Actual, if not formal, consolidation and 
absolute monopoly must be the outcome 
of such a policy. 

St. Louis has had so much experience of 
this,that persuasion should not be neces- 
sary to prevent the granting of any more 
franchises to private individuals to per- 
form public services. We should get 
along as best we can with the facilities 
already in existence. The Bell Telephone 
Co. for instance isable to giveall the 
service required and it can be compelled 
todoso. Itcanalso be compelled to pay 
a just tax onits gross receipts. Ifa fran- 
chise to compete is granted withvut re- 
serving control of charges it will only 
make the problem more difficult to settle 
andaugment the power of monopoly still 
more. And ‘whatis true of the telephone 
is true of all franchises granted for the 
purpose of getting competition.

A DILEMMA. 

Judge Dundy’s decision enjoining em- 
ployes of railway receivers from striking 
has brought a new question to the front 
which was hardly anticipated by those 
who procured the order. 

Judge Dundy declared in effect that the 
employes of the receivers were servants of 
the court and subject to allitsorders. A 
violation of any injunction would be 
regarded as contempt and treated accord- 
ingly. But if they are servants of the 
court they are also servants of the United 
States and entitled, as such, to the benefit 
of the laws relating to Government em- 
ployes. Do not these men come within 
the provision of the law of 1892 which lim- 
its the labor day to eight hours? 

The ground on which the injunction was 
placed seems to justify this inference and 
the men cannot be blamed for taking ad- 
vantage of it, even ifitis a mere techni- 
cality. It is useful to them only for war 
purposes, to enable them to defend them- 
selves the better from the attacks of 
wreckers and speculators, for they will 
not be hkely to insist upon a literal en- 
forcement of the eight-hour lew. But if 
their point is well taken itis within their 
right to do so and it is possible the 
injunction will have to be modified or 
rescinded in order to save the receivers 
from a more perplexing difficulty than a 
strike. 

There isa growing belief that railway 
receiverships are mere cloaks for the pro- 
tection of respectable highwaymen. 
That has certainly been their effect in the 
past and recent events indicate that they 
will serve the same purpose now. In 
working this purpose out, however, both 
employes and the public at large have been 
ruthlessly sacrificed.

A Decisive Mejority. 
From Tot New York WoRr.p. 

The Wilson bill passed tae House of Rep- 
resentatives by a vote of 204 to 140,a major- 
ity of 64. This is the largest Majority given 
for a tariff bill since the war. 

In 1888 the bill which was known as the 
tariff commission bill passed the House by a 
majority of 48, the vote being 128 to 80, 

In 1884 the vote to strike out the enacting 
Clause of the Morrison bill was 158 to 185. 

In 1888 the Milis bill was passed by the 
House by a vote of 162to 149, a majority of 18. 

The McKinley bill received a majority of 22 
in 1890, the vote standing 164 to 142, 

fhe large majority obtained by the Wilson 
bill is of great significance. Tne Democratic 
Representatives were charged by their con- 
stituents with the duty of lowering tariff 
taxes, They have performed this duty. They 
have voted to reduce duties, and, more than 
that, they have expressed themselves decia- 
edly in favor of the form and method of re- 
cuction embodied inthe Wilson bill, A Dill 
obtaining such a majority in the branch of 
Congress having the sole power to originate 
revenue bills ought not to be materially 
changed by the Senate. 

The House has come recently from the peo- 
ple, and such an expression of epinion as it 
has given in behalfof the Wilson bill ought 
to be conclusive on Democratic Senators. 


Mr. Reed’s Mistake.

Mr. Reed has been making a campaign 
speech in Philadelphia for the benefit of 
Galusha A. Grow’s candidature for Congress. 
The burden of his complaint against the 
present condition of things in Washington is 
that the Southern Democrats are in com- 
mand ofthe party.

An ordinance authorizing an examination of the 
city’s water supply. 

Be tt ordained by the Municipal Assembly of the 
city of St. Louis, as follows: 

See. 1. The Mayer, President ef the Board o Ate 
lic Improvemerts, Water Commissioner aad: 
Commissioner of the city of St. Louis, are hereby 
authorized and direeted to maké s chemical, o- 
seopical and bacteriologieal examination of the city’s 
water supply, and for this purpose may purchase 
such material and may employ such experts or spe- 
cialists, at such compensation and for such time, pot 
exceeding two years after the approval of this ordi- 
nan¢e, a6 they may deem necessary. 

Sec. 2. Said officers shall make report to tne Me- 
nicipal Assembly when the work hereby contem- 
plated is completed with such recommendations as 
they may deem proper. 

Sec. 3. The expense of this work shall be paid by 
the city of St. Leuis out of the fund appropriated 
and setapart for water-works extension, salaries 
and expenses upen vouchers signed by the Water 
Commissioner. 


EMINENT EXPERTS TO BE SECURED. 

The wording ofthe bill itself gives buta 
slight idea of the magnitude ofthe work to 
be done ifit Decomesalaw. As the bill was 
first drawn up but three officials were named 
therein—the Mayor and the Health and 


Water Commissioners—but when 
presented to the Board i oof 
lic Imp emepts that body 

the name elr President, Mr. MeMath. 
These fou tlemen are authorized to em- 
ploy exper Oran examination of the wa- 
ter, and to @scertain the source of such im- 
purities as may be found to exist and to 
formulate such steps to find a remedy as may 
be deemed proper. 

As to the experts, itisthe intention to se- 
cure the services of the most eminent and 
best specialists on microscopy, chemistry 
and bacteriology inthe country. Local men 
need not necessarily be employed, and it is 
not thoughtthat any will be called upon, 
with the posSstble exception of City Chemist 
Dr, Teichmann. The idea is to 
secure the services of men, the result of 
whose work could not be disputed, and 
whose names and reputations would bea 
sufficient voucher for the accuracy and truth 
of their findings. - The work of selecting 
these specialists has not yet commenced,and 
if those in charge have any particular person 
iu view it could not be ascertained. 

The work mapped out for these experts is 
most extensive, and it is expected will oc- 
cupy a full twelve months, if not more. 
First, they will make a comprehensive ex- 
amination of the water supply as it flows 
from the taps in different residences. Ifany 
pollution or impurities be found an attempt 
will be made to locate their origin. , Samples 
ort water taken from the river at various 

oints below and above the mouth of the 

llinois River will be examined. If certain 
impurities are found below and not above 
the Illinois River, the natural conclusion 
will be that the water of this riveris respon- 
sible, and up there the scientists will go, still 
carefully examining samples until the origin 
of the mischief is discovered. Supposing, as 
is claimed, the Chicago sewerage is the 
source of the pollution then the specific 
matter or bacteria will be traced right down 
tothe intake tower at the Chain of Rocks, 
from thence into the settling Dasins, 
and so into rivate residences, thus 
forming a chainof evidence absolutely con- 
clusitve and beyond dispute. In addition 
these examinations are to be made four 
times, in spring, summer, autumn and win- 
ter, thus securing an accurate record of the 
effécts of climatic changes, etc. 

In case the evidence thus obtained shows 
that the impurities in St. Louis water arises 
from Chicago sewerage, the compiittee are 
empowered to recommend such measures, fo 
relief as they may deem _ Dest. + @ 
course, can only mean that the matter will 
appear in the courts, probably in the form of 
an application on the part of this city for an 
injunction to restrain Chicago from thus 
impairing the water.

Judge Caldwell Says Union Pacific Em- 
ployes Should be Beard as to Wages. 
The Union Pacific receiver$’ application for 

an order harmonizing the conflicting opin-~ 

ions of Judge Dundy at Omaha and Judge 

Hallet at Denver was heard yesterday after~ 

noon by Judge Caldwell, who took occasion 

to enunciate very vigorously his doctrine on 
the rights of labor in this mutter. 


Gen. J. M. Thurston, attarney for the ré« 
celvers, recited the ¢hreatyning situation, 
The receivers hadannulled ll wage sched- 
ulesin force and had issued :a new schedule 
to take effect March 1 with materially re- 
duced wages. Judge Dundy issued an order. 
that all wage schedules had ceased. whea t 
Court took charge of the roud. Judge Hallet 
refused to issue such an crder. owever, 
similar orders to that issued by Judge Duady 
had been issued in Oregon and Iowa, 

Judge Caldwell ordered the receivers to re- 
turn tu Omaha and bave Judge Dundy’s or- 
der revoked. Then he would take the case. 
He thought sixty days’ notine to all employes 
not unreasonable. After the scnedule had 
been advertised he would zo to Omaha and 
confer with the receivers gnadthe represen- 
tatives of labor organizations. Then per- 
haps aschedule could be a d upon. He 
did not approve of the receivers reducing 
the wages without the empioyes being given 
a chance to be heard in couit. 

Judge Caldwell promised to consult with 
Judge Sanborn as to whether they had jurig« 
diction over the traffic contract peters or 
Union Pacific and the Gulf Branch o 
system. 

Judge Dundy hada directec the receivers ta 
disregard this contract, calling for an @x- 

enditure of about’$1,000,000 a year, and Judge

If coming events do really cast their shad- 
Ows before, considerable, probably sweeping, 
Changesinthe personnelof the A. 0. U. W, 
Offigers will follow therattling of the dice- 
box at the elections this afternoon or even- 
ing. The chief officers now holding have 
been re-elected continuously for from twelve 
to seventeen years. There is a strong feeling 
that demandsachange. Rotation in office is 
the demand of a large party. 

However, their efficiency has never been 
Questioned and various devices are being 
tried to dislodge them from their snug 
berths. The outs are attempting to win 
their point even before the election. 

Various devices to this end are being 
tried. A resolution passed late yesterday 
afternoon that no officer of the supreme 
Legge shall hold an office inthe gift of the 
Missouri Grand Lodge. Hon, D. H. Shields, 
Grand Medical Examiner, is also Supreme 
Master Workman. Unless this resolution is 
pronounced unconstitutional it would seem 
to decide thecontest torthe former place 
fn favor of Dr. Ed. F. Brady of Kansas City. 
However, there may be a dark horse sprung 
for this place. 

In the case of the Grand Receiver, there 
are other objections being urged. These took 
shape in the introduction of a resolution that 
that office should not be held for two suc- 
Cessive terms. The Grand Receiver is the 
treasurer, and it was plausibly urged that no 
man should continue in that office for a 
period oftwelve or fifteen years. The office 
fs now filled by Dr. Jobn D. Vincil. 
The acceptance by him of the presi- 
Gency of the State A. P, A. last year 
Caused a great deal of dissatisfaction among 
many A. 0. U. W. members, It was urged 
that it was in spirit a violation of the rules 
of the order forbidding religious issues. This 
feeling is embodied in the resolution above 
mentioned. The debate on this question 
naturally avoided all discussion of the A. P. 
A. matter. The resolution was referred to 
the Committee on laws, with instructions to 
report this morning. 

The resolution elicited a spirited support 
which will probably flock tothe standard of 
Dr, W. W. Beggs, Dr. Vincil’s opponent. 

MORNING SESSION. 

The first work of the morning session was 
the adoption of a resolution to elect an 
Auditing committee instead of leaving the 
appointment tothe Grand Master Workman 
as heretofore. This will make several va- 
cancies to be filled at the elections. The 
Auditing Committee passes uponthe finan- 
cial reports and oversees the general work of 
all the officers. 

They will henceforth be independent cen- 
sors and their election assures their complete 
freedom. Norefiection was intended, how- 
ever, on the appointments made by the 
Grand Master or their work. 

The most important work to-day will be 
the consideration of a resolution establish- 
ing the post of supervisors, competent depu- 
ties of the Grand Master Workman, to visit 
all subordinate lodges, examine into their 
condition, suggest improved metlods of 
work, and to organize new lodges, 

Supreme Recorder M. W. Sackett of Meade- 
ville, Pa., addressed the Grand Lodge on the 
subject during the afternoon session yester- 

‘and elicited much enthusiasm forthe 
posal. He said good results had been ob- 
ined in Kansas fromthis system. The ad- 
Ged membership had reduced the assess- 
ment so far that it more than paid forall ex- 
nsesina single year. He also complimen. 
the fraternal press for its efficient ald. 

Friends of W. F. Bohn, editor of the Over- 
geer, considered this a covert compliment for 
iim and applauded warmly. 

Supreme Foreman L. L. Troy of Illinois was 
also asked to address the lodge. 

At 10 o’clock this morning the introduction 
ofnew business was cut off by the rules and 
the committee reports were taken up. 

SALARY QUESTION. 

The salary question wasjftaken up frst. 
The most poular propositions seemed to be 
to make the Grand Master Workman’s salary 
$2,000 or 2,500, instead of $1,000 and compel him 
to devote hisentire attentionto A. 0. U. W. 
affairs. Aresolution was passed requiring 
the Grand Recorder to do this.

lieves Will Owerocome the Difficulty. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The Democratic 
leaders of the House have been considerably 
exercised of late over the disposition mani- 
fested by the Republicans to force them to 
produce a quorum upon all important propo- 
sitions committed to the House. They be- 
lieve the Republicans under the leadership 
of Mr. Reed are trying to compel them to 
adopt the expedient resorted to in the Fifty- 
first Congress of counting a quorum. 

Journal Clerk Crutchfield, however, has 
formulatea a rule which will, in his opinion, 
accomplish the same end ina different way, 
and the question of adopting it as an amend- 
menttotherules is now under considera- 
tion. Therule which he proposes is as fol- 
lows: 

**Whenever, upon a roll call,a quorum falls 
to appear, upon the demand of any member, 
the clerk shall certify alist of the members 
not voting on sucQ call to the Sergeant-at- 
arms, who shalldeduct from the monthly 
compensation of each member so falling to 
vote the amountof hissalary for one day; 
provided, that this deduction shall not be 
made inthe case ofa member who Is absent 
by leave of the House.’’ 

Itis pointed outthatthis rule would sim- 
ply carry out the provisions of existing law, 
which, according tosec. 40 of the Revised 
Statues of the United States, require that 
forevery daya memberof the House is ab- 
sdnt, except on account of sickness, 
the pay for such day shall be 
Geducted from his salary. Heretofore, 


however, the Sergeant-at-Arms has had no 
way of ascertaining inan official way who 
wasabsent. This rule will simply certify 
the list of absentees to himonly, however, 
upon occasions when absenteeism causes a 
failure of a quorum. 

Itis believed thatif the salaries of mem- 
bers were deducted when they refused to 
vote, the practice of abstaining from voting 
upon important roll calls would be speedily 
discontinued, andit is very probabie that 
this method of stopping the abuse will very 
shortly be adopted as one of the permanent 
rules of the House.

Treasury statement shows that the total 
breadstuffs exportations during the month 
of January, 1894, was $13,884,708, against 
$13,925,161 Quring January, 1893. The ex- 
portations during the seven months ended 
Jan. 81, 1894, aggregated $108,927,568, against 
$122,668,880 during the same period of last 
year;exportations of provisionsfor Janu- 
ary, 1894, $4,048,143, against $3,289,234 dur- 
ing January, 18938; during the seven 
months ended Jan. 81, , $22,- 
182,228, against §20,685,919 during the 
same period of 1898; mineral oil exports for 
Janwary, 1894, $2,418,991, against $2,788,474 for 
January, 1893,$for seven months ended Jan. 
81, 1894, $17,880,448, against $24,931,506 during 
the same period of last year; cotton exports 
during January, 1894, $29,408,611, against $19,- 
693,201 for the same month in 1893; for five 
months ended Jan. 381, 1894, $143,548,727,

FOREIGN MISSIONS EXPENSE£S. 


Necessity of Providing the Full Amount 
Estimated Urged by Carlisle. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 15.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury hassent to Congress a 
letter from the Secretary of State urging the 
necessity of providing the full amount of his 
estimates for the contingent expenses of 
foreign missions, For the fiscal year 1895 
Secretary Gresham asked for $105,000, an in- 


crease of $15,000 from 1854, and also uested 
A deficiency appropriation of $15,000 for the 
current year. 

There are thirty-six missions, amon 
which $74,140 is dividea for expenses an 
$20,000 for stationery. Considering that all 
clerical assistance, messenger service and 
office rent, except for the legations of China, 
Japan and Spain, come from this fund, the 
Secretary considers the ellowance very 
meager. He recommends a contingent fund 
from which unforeseen expenses may be 
made, referring to the item of cablegzrams 
for the Brazilian Legation, which on account 
of ne in Brasii reached $4,156.45 
recently.

IMMI@RATION LAWS. 


Probability of Changes by the 
Present Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 15.—There is little prob- 
ability of change of national immigration 
laws at the present session of Oongress, ow- 
ing to the policy ofthe House Committee on 
Immigration toward resisting changes in 
order that the present system may be fully 
tested. Mr. Geisenhainer of New Jersey, 
Chairman of the House Committee, said on 


this subject: 

‘*The present immigration laws should be 
givenafull and fair trial before we begin 
patching them. They are working most 
satisfactorily and are accomplishing the de- 
sirable end of keeping out undesirable im- 
migrants and increasing the number of 
desirable immigrants. This was exactly the 
end we sought toattain by an immigration 
law, and itis desirable tolet well enough 
alone.’’ 

Mr. Geisenhainer was asked as to the Dill of 
Representative W. A. Stone of Pennsylvania, 
favorably reported from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, which removes the immigration in- 
spection to foreign ports and requires United 
States Consuls to furnish certificates of in- 
spection to immigrants. 

**That bill went to the Judiciary Committee 
by inadvertence,’’ said he. *‘but when itis 
heard by the House we will probably oppose 
itonthe ground that the present system is 
working satisfactorily and should De givena 
fairtrial. Moreover, the proposition of put- 
ting this additional work on consuls without 
allowing them additional compensation is 
impracticable. I have come fn contact with 
a number of our consuls at thei: foreign sta- 
tions and have observed that they have 
enough to do to keep them well employed. 
This and other propositions will be resisted 
because the committee !s working on the 
policy that the present laws are entirely sat- 
isfactory.’’

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 15.—Acable dis 
patch received atthe Navy Department an- 
nounces the arrival at Naples of the United 
States ship Chicago.

Riker’s Petition Refused. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 15.—Judge Brad- 
ley of the District Supreme Court to-day re- 
fused to grant the petition of Carroll L. 
Riker of Chicago for a mandamus to compe- 
Secretary Carlisleto issue him a pro rata 
share of the $50,000,000 bond issue on the basis 
of the proposals submitted by him. 

Judge Bradley in denying Riker’s petition 
said that he had no authority to grant the 
application and that Secretary Carlisle's 
power in the premises was discretionary. 


IRON AND STEEL. 


Advancesin Soft Steel Have Been Main- 
tained—General Trade. 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 15.—The events of the 
week in iron and steel indicate that the ad- 
vances insoft steel heretofore noted have 
been maintained, but developments in 
another quarter give little assurance that the 
improvement in prices will extend to pri- 
mary products. Standard gogebic bessemer 
are at$2.75 on Lake Erie docks, which, on 
the basis of the initial transactions for 1894, 
mcansthat producers of bessemer pig can 
go still lower without crossing their cost 
line.

While Defending FPrendergast’s Assas- | 
sination of Carter Harrison and Hold- 
ing Up Duestrow’s Act as an Evidence 
of the Misdeeds of Capitalists, Lawyer 
Gilliam’s Entrance Interrupts Him 
and He Disappsars. 


The crank appears to be rapidly becoming 
omnipresent.

**I want $62,000," were the words with 
which the stranger introduced himself, and 
by which the first intimation of his presence 
was conveyed to Mr. Zepp. As the latter 
looked upthe fellow madea peculiar kind 
of salute, bowing low and bringing his hand 
from his forehead in a sweeping 
kind of a salaam. In appearance 
he looked a typical Anarchist, ana this view 
was further borne out by his much worn 
apparel and his stubby, unkempt beard. He 
stood about 6 feet high, towering above Mr. 
Zepp asthe latter sat at his desk. His de- 
mand was uttered in broken English, with a 
strong German accent. 

Once again the fellow repeated his request 
in a still more emphatic manner,and Mr.Zepp 
realized the probable danger of assassina- 
tion by dynamite or pistol in which he stood. 
His one idea was to gain time, and tothis 
end he madea pretense at complying witb 
the fellow’s demand, 

**Certainly,’’ was Mr. Zepp’s quiet answer 
as he hastily began to search his pockets as 
though such a sum wasa trifling matter and 
he had forgotten into which pocket he had 
placed that amount. The crank watched 
him in silence until Mr. Zepp timidly re- 
marked that he feafed he had not that 
amount with him at the moment. 


REDUCES THE DEMAND. 

**Well, I’ve got to have at least $32.50,’’ re- 
plied the fellow, considerably modifying his 
original demand, 

‘*'I’llseeifl have that much,’’ was Mr. 
Zepp’s rejoinder, as he pulleda few nickels 
from his pocket and vaguely wondered if he 


could induce the the crank to knock off the 
$32 and take 50 cents. 

The chink of the coins evidently put the 
fellow in a good humor, for he immediately 
began to talk on other subjects. In a pro- 
fane way he beganto denounce capitalists, 
whom he said should all be sent to sud- 
den damnation. The Chicago Demo- 
cratic platform was next blaguarded 
with many oaths. Prendergast, he 
said,was an instrument of God and had done 
a righteous thing in removing that amalga- 
mation of corruption, Mayor Harrison. 
The same God, the crank continued, in- 
spired him and the doom of bloated bond- 
holders was near at hana. 

**Dr. Duestrow,’’ he said, ‘‘is an example 
of what capitalistsare.

Zt Contains All the Known Chemical Ele- 
ments, and More, Too. 


From the Fortnightly Review. 

+ A Mttle consideration will show that all the 
known chemical elements—and even the un- 
Known ones, too—must be contained in solu- 
tion in the waters ofthe ocean, Rivers fowilng 
over the land are continuallyctaking up min- 
eral matter in solution, and these substances 
are all added to the mass of materials dis- 
golved in the oceanic waters, The Thames 


every day carries tothe North Sea some 2,000 
tons of dissolved material, and if all the 
rivers of the globe work at something like 
the same rate 20,000,000 tons of mineral mat- 
ter must day by ‘day be added to the store of 
materials held in solution by the ocean, 

Now, @ll the chemical elements are capable 
of entering intocompounds which are to a 

ater or less extent solubie in water, and 
ence we cannot doubt thatin the enormous 
mass of materials dissoived in the vast body 
of sea water on our giobe all the elementary 
bodies must be represented, 

It is true that the chemist, by his most re- 
fined methods ofanalysis, is unable to detect 
the proportion, even if he is able to deter- 
mine the presence, of the rarer elementary 
substances which occur only as ‘‘minute 
traces’’ in sea water. 

When a large quantity of sea water is 
evaporated we geta mass of chlorides and 
sulphates that can be separated by analysis; 
Dut even the very delicate tests of spectral 
analysis failto make manifest many of the 
rarer metals and elementary bodies that 
must certainly be presentinthe mass. Ina 
well-known case the copper sheathing ofa 
vessel has been proved to have takenup sil. | 
wer from the sea water by electro-chemical 
action, though it is probable that all our or- 
Ginary analytical processes would have 

diled to reveal the existence of the metal in 
he water itself.

SAO PAULO MAY SECEDE. 


That City Disposed to Join the Brazilian 
Insurgents—Affiairs at Rio. 


(Copyrighted, 1894, by the Associated Press.) 

R1o DE JANEIRO, Feb. 15.—Sao Paulo, cap- 
ital of the State of that name, upon which 
city the rebels were recently reported to be 
marching, after having madea landing to 
the south of Santos, is said to be disposed to 
join issues withthe insurgent forces. £ao 
Paulo has hitherto been considered loyal, but 
there seems no doubt that the city is dis- 


affected. 

The Government, fearing for the safety of 
Sao Pauloand alsoforthe safety of the Im- 
portant port, Santos, which together with 
Rio de Janeiro would be threatened if the 
rebels are successful in obtaining possession 
of Sao Paulo, has replaced the regiments in 
garrison at Sao Paulo and Santos with troops 
fromthis city and other places, selectin 
regiments whose loyalty the Governmen 
feels certain of. 

Had this step been delayed for any length 
of time after the landing of the rebels below 
santos, the former garrisons of Sao Paulo 
and Santos would undoubtedly have gone 
over to the enemy. 

Reports from Sao Paulo received here say 
that the southern force, which landed 
with the intention of marching upon Sao 
Paulo, has suddenly been Instructed to 
march direct upon Rio de Janelro with the 
intention of taking President Peixoto in the 
rear. The government has sent troops to 
meet the rebelarmy anda battle is sald to 
be imminent on the frontiers of Parana and 
Sao Paulo. 

The State of Alagoas has revolted and de- 
clared itself in favor of the insurgent cause. 

The exact whereabouts of Admiral de Mello 
continue to be somewhat of a mystery. The 
general opinion is that he !s cruising off the 
port of Santos and co-operating Ih some 
manner withthe southern force which roe- 
cently landed near Santos. Admiral de 
Mello, itis added, has so far recovered his 
health as to beable to resume active coim- 
mand of the “Repubilea, and to be taking 
steps to attack Santos.

The 8,000 Pottery Workers at Last 
Formally Declare a Strike.

ORIGINAL STOPPAGE OF THE FACTO 
CAUSED BY SWEEPING REDUCTIONS

clations of both employers and employes. 
‘For nearly two months not a.factory has 
been in operation, and this week the 8,000 
pottery men declared that they were on 
strike. The stoppage of work was first 
caused by the bosses submitting to the men a 
new scale of wages providing for sweeping 
reductions in every branch of the trade. 

Up to this week the men had been engaged 
in an effort to persuade the bosses to treat 
them more generously. The final conference 
was held Tuesday. Ths bosses refused to 
recede an inch from their position and the 
formal declaration of a strike has accord- 
ingly been announced, . 

The scale of wages which the men refused 
to accept is of a startling character and 
almost incredible in its seope. First is a re- 
duction of W per cént on general principles. 
This, the bosses say. is made necessary by 
the deciine of the business since 1885, when 
the last schedule of wages was made out. 
The reduction should have been made 
long ago, they say, Dut was not, out of 
affection for themen. In addition to this 
10 per cent there Is another reduction in 
every branch ofthetrade. It runs all the 
way from 15 to 50 per cent. But this is not 
all. Inadditionthe bosses want to deduct 
20 percent more from the wages of each 
man pending the action of the Senate on the 
Wilson tariff bill. This 20 percent, they 
say, willonly be held as a ‘‘retainer.’’ If 
the Wiison bill passes, as it now stands, all 
the money will continue to be ‘‘retained,’’ 
but ifthe duty on pottery should be ad- 
vanced, a proportionate part of the ‘‘re- 
tainer’’ will be returned. 

The pottery manufacturers of this city 
have been the loudest calamity howlers of 
the country since the presidential election. 
With the other highly protected manu. 
facturers they predicted wholesale reduc- 
tions in wages, business depression and 
widespread ruin in the event of tne introduc- 
tion ofa tariff billin line withthe verdict of 
the election. Now that the Wilson tariff bill 
isina fair wayto become alaw,they have 
taken the first stepsto prove the truthof 
their prophecies, Under a tariff of 55 per 
cent they have flourishedand grown rich; 
yettheir employes have continued in the 
same old rut. 

The advance which they promised in the 
event of the passage of the McKinley bil) 
never came to the men, and so farasthe 
latter could see the tariff had nothing todo 
with their wages. The Wilson bill, however, 
seemsto act the other way, and while no 
advance wasever made on a higher tariff, 
the lower tariff is to be met with enforced 
strikes and misery. The notice of the gen- 
eralreduction in wages appears in the fol- 
lowing circular, posted up in the factories 
here a few weeks ago, and copied verbatim 
by the PostT-DISPATCH correspondent: 


Since the existing scale of prices for maxing ware 
ana other pettery work (workfng price list of 1885) 
was adopted the selling priees of our wares has 
steadily deereased. We received in 1885 25 per 
cent more for the same class of goods than we do 
now. Therefore. in order to continue in our busi- 
ness, Feb ay of any change in the tariff, we 
are compelled to adopt the follewing standard list of 
working prices. The proposition which has been 
discussed by potters and others to pay English 
wages (the highest in the world outside the United 
States) together with the duty now, or to be levied, 
added thereto would be entirely satisfactory to us 
as manufacturers; butthatin viewof the different

No Truth in the Reported Recapture of 
Deputy Treasurer Armstrong. 

Kokomo, Ind., Feb. 15.—The report that 
Col. Armstrong, the convicted Deputy Treas- 
urer, who escaped from jail recently, had 
been recaptured, is without foundation. all 
the clews up to 10 o’clock this morning have 
proven to be false ones, 

Armstrong got out of jail lazt Monday even- 
ing while waiting to be taken to Michigan 
Oity toenter on his three-year sentence for 
looting the treasury of Tipton Oounty of 
$60,000, His flight was not discovered until 
Tuesday morning.

It isa 
very unusual thingfor a single coyote to art- 
tack @ man, as they are of a cowardly,sneak- 
ing pature, but when in large bands and 
famished with hunger, they are almost as 
flerce as wolves. Several years agoa resi- 
dent of Six-mile Canyon camped at Stockton 
Wells on the Forty-fre- Mile Desert und was 
surrounded by hundreds of coyotes, who 
kept crawling steaithily toward him, with 
the evident intent of attacking him,
